IMPRESSIONS OF CANTON, 
HE PASSING OF.“ OLD. CANTON.” 


After an absence of nearly three months 
from.the City of Rams it was Interesting to 
return and consider. the present state of 
affairs. A. casuat walle through the chief 
streets shows that the military spirit has 
thoroughly taken hold of the people. Soldiers 
of various kinds and of various stages of 
slovenliness are.to be,seen.in every thorough- 
fare, while every, other man ‘appears to be 
wearing the badge which ‘show's that he bas 
. been enrolled in the “People's Army.’ It 
"Fg interesting ‘to observe, however; that-most 

of the men wearing these badges, arc those 
” of the lower, strata of society and to see those 

of the better class sporting these favours 
is rare. . Judging “from the numerous 
” Hrutalised faces to’ be seen in every strect 


the pirate and “ bad character "” element 
mast siill be -very strong in spite of the 
fact that shiploads of these ex-rascals have 
been: shipped away to the North. Large 
numbers of men fully armed arc to be seen 
“in the streets and it is easy to cqaccive that 
conflicts between these persons ¢ sily occur, 
for many. of these men come from ee 
districts and villages and own allegiance oO 
diferent leaders, and the Revolition has by 
ng means welded these heterogenccus - 
ments into an harmonious brotherhood.

Barbers 
shops are exceedingly numerous and all dis-

The way in which the people have chan ged 
their sentiments regarding their coiffure is 
really wonderful, Only a Nittle while ago 
one was only “ civilised,” when he had a 
“ tail’ and the fact used to be enforced: 
by the repetition of a certain vulgar little 
rhynie which students of Chinese will per- 


haps call tomind. a 
The burning questionsof the day in Can- 
‘ton is that of finance. .As has been pointed 
out in various proclamations, the whole suc- 
cess of the Revolution. depends on money, 
The old bank-notes have been chopped 
and are in circulation, but they are eyed. with 
a great deat of suspicion, by the native bank- 
ers who have on occasion refused to cx- 
change them for silver. Silver appears to 
“be ao scarce and this may be one eee 
why the bankers are chary of dealing with | 
* them. . Recently the’ Provisional Government 
has brought very considerable. pressure’ to 
bear on’ these bankers, even gomg so far as 
to threaten with execution those who do not 
i once accept the notes at their face value. 
The result of all this is that the notes are 
circulating more freely, but it would. not be 
correct to say that the suspicion of them has 
abated. ‘It is stated that the man at the 
head of the Financial Department .{s one 
of considerable experience, as well he needs 
‘to. be if he is going to reduce the present 
monetary chaos to anything hike order, 
Trade is of course affected by the unstable 
condition. of the money market and many 
firms have altogether closed—for*--business 
. until better-times comé round. — In the coun-, 
try districts the rural papules is suffering 
from the holding up of the export trade, this 
being caused by the lack of safety on the 
rivers owing to the multitudes of. pirates 
infesting these’ waterways. j 
One ‘of. the worst phases of the present 
" situation is the high rise in the price of neces- 
- gary commodities such as rice, oil and wood. 
It’ was fondly expected that. when the new 
-slate of affairs, was inaugurated these 
“articles would, greatly decrease in price, 
whereas entirely the opposite has been the 
case. Before the revolt a dollar would buy 
18 catties of good rice, now. it.buys 13..°A 
dollar. would. also’ buy 140 catties of fire- 
» wood, now. it. buys. roo. Oil has also gone 
“up:- Meat ‘and especially pork has had an 
upward tendency. All this is telling very 
heavily on the poor-and is giving rise to no

tittle discontent, and the spirit of disappointed 
expectations is much manifested. Three 
reasons are given for the enhanced prices:

The news that Horr Ballin, the famons head 
of the German shipping combine, is on his road 

Panama to arrange the details of a scheme 
for seouring German trade and Shippin when 
‘the canal is opened should stir British ship. 
owners to make some effort to 9 cir: thir 
position, A . correspondent ° who hes. lately 
returned from visiting the works ‘sends us the 
following information :-— . 

If some improvement is not speedily mado. in 
the Br'tish inail sorvices to South Amerios and 
along the Western const, we may expect to find, 
when ‘tho canal is opened, that both the Germans 
and the Americans will got ahead of us and 
capture tho lion's share of the increased: traffic. 

‘dy passengara aro avoiding the English 
boats dnd are: teking passage eilher by tho 
German, or by the American “Froit” line in

Todien Islands. 

The Americans undoubtedly mean to make
